‘the President, Mr. Charles A. 
Pinkham, pointed out that the 
earthquake which damaged 
Antioch Junior High School on 
June 7 is an object lesson as to 
what could happen here in Al- 
pany had the center of the earth- 
quake been in this area. 

board members expressed the 
opinion Lhat tne saicly faciors 
discussed in connecuion with the 
May 28 election were still of very 
serious concern, and even though 
ihe Board had no legal respon- 
sibility in the matter of continued 
use, they expressed grave con- 
cern about the continucd used of 
facilities which do not meet 
either fire and panic safety stan- 
dards or the provisions of the 
earthquake law. 

Because ot the extreme urgen- 
ey and seriousness of the prob- 
1em at Albany High School, the 
goard of Education took the fol- 
iowing action at its meeting on 
June 11: 

Directed the Superintendent to 
determine from appropriate State 
agencies what might be done to 
the Annex Building by way of 
correcting fire and panic safety 
hazards and the extent to which 
the Department of Public Works 
might be involved in requiring 
the Board to correct structural 
deficiencies under the provisions 
of the earthquake law. 

Directed the Superintendent to 


develop a plan of consolidation of } 


the present curriculum and fa- 
cilities away from those build- 
ings at Albany High School 
which are deemed structurally 
inadequate and not conforming to 
fire and panic and earthquake 
codes. 


Directed the Superintendent to}| 
determine from the District At-| 
torney the possibility of holding | 


a bond election on or about No- 
vember 19 in conjunction with 
the election which the County 
Superintendent has called con- 
cerning the formation of a Junior 
College District. 

Directed the Superintendent to 
arrange a joint meeting with the 
City Council for July 2 for the 
purpose of discussing the serious- 
ness nature of the problem in- 
volving the four non-conforming 
buildings at Albany High School 
and review the possibility of a 
bond election for the late fall of 
1963.
